Air Force Manual 
Amended For ODs 

Air Force Manual 160-20 
has been amended to include 
the title of “Dr.” for optome¬ 
trists, the AOA's Washington 
office has announced. 

Paragraph 1-3 (F), dated 
December 20, 1961, was 

changed to state all members 
of the Air Force Medical Ser¬ 
vice with doctoral degrees 
may be addressed as such in 
their duties. This means op¬ 
tometrists are included. 

Lt. Col. Floyd M. Morris, 
chairman of the Committee 
on Military Optometry, com¬ 
mented “AOA is to be con¬ 
gratulated for its vigilance 
and effectiveness in improv¬ 
ing the status of military op¬ 
tometry in this respect/' 


Washington insiders are 
guardedly predicting favora¬ 
ble committee action on Con¬ 
gressman Torbert H. Mac¬ 
Donald's amendment to in¬ 
clude Optometry in House 
Bill 4999 to aid education and 
research in the health care 
field. 

The Massachusetts Demo¬ 
crat introduced the amend¬ 
ment Jan. 26, testifying on 
its behalf before the House 
Interstate and Foreign Com¬ 
merce Committee. He is a 
member of that committee. 

Added Support; 

Final action on the propo¬ 
sal is not expected for some 
time, the AOA Washington 
office reported last week. But 
Optometry received addition¬ 
al support when Rep. Peter 
Mack (D-Ill.) submitted HR 
10005. This amendment in¬ 
cludes both Optometry and 
Pharmacy in the proposed 
bill. 

Rep. MacDonald, in testify¬ 
ing before the House Commit¬ 
tee, pointed out the original 
measure omits any provisions 
for a profession which cares 
for the health of millions re 
quired to wear glasses. 

Open to Criticism 

He said the amendmenl 
would increase the $75 mil 
lion appropriation by onlj 
1%, and “Congress would lx 
open to the severest criticisrr 
if we made no provision foi 
this segment of the healtt 
professions." 

Pointing out the majority 
of opthalmologists are founc 
in metropolitan areas, ths 
Massachusetts Congressmar 
said a failure to include opto- 
metric institutions in the bil] 
could jeopardize vision care 
in smaller communities. 

Demands Increase 

He also called the Commit¬ 
tee's attention to increasing 
demands for U.S. optome-

Service Contracts 

The Contact Lens Commit¬ 
tee has warned local associa¬ 
tions that some ODs issuing 
service contracts on contact 
lenses may be in conflict with 
state insurance codes. 

Suggesting a check with 
state insurance officials on 
the matter, the committee 
also advised the state associ¬ 
ations to contact professional 
liability (malpractice) under¬ 
writers to determine if con¬ 
tact lenses are specifically in¬ 
cluded in their policies. 

Chairman Maurice Poster 
noted that absence of specific 
mention does not necessarily 
indicate there is no coverage. 
He said the check is merely a 
precaution and recommended 
the underwriter's position be 
obtained in writing for state 
office files.

Emily Post and all the etiquette books tell us that self- 
congratulatory comments are just not "good form.” In 
other words, it "ain't polite to brag." But sometimes you 
can't help sharing an apparent pat-on-the-back with friends. 

An idle conversation a few weeks ago with an associa¬ 
tion executive prompted a comment on the AOA’s astute¬ 
ness in publishing a newspaper. (Certain spadework had 
been done through polite questioning of costs, etc.) We 
heartily agreed, but were curious as to why he thought so. 

He opined the News serves a dual purpose—(I) it re¬ 
duces mailing costs in distributing material and multiple in¬ 
sertions; and (2) it provides an excellent vehicle to acquaint, 
inform and educate ALL members on AOA activities in a 
single mailing. 

His observations agree with AOA ideas, but he didn t 
extend them- far enough. He didn't really have to because 
he is aware of every growing association's major concern 
the "dividing line." This is the point where sheer member¬ 
ship causes an organization to lose its most valuable asset 
the ability to maintain direct contact with each member 
about almost every activity. 

The big question for most associations is "how can we 
prevent it?" Newsletters, the time-honored organization 
contact, are not the sole answer. They are prohibitive in 
cost, from executive production to postage, and the num¬ 
ber required in larger associations eliminates their effec¬ 
tiveness. 

By combining all newsletter information into one mail¬ 
ing, an association saves printing, mailing and postage 
and readers' time. One issue of the AOA News can be 
printed and mailed to all members at the same cost it takes 
for various news letters to go to some 1,000 members. The 
News will not entirely eliminate all these mailings, nor will 
it eliminate all bulletins to committees and association exec¬ 
utives, but it will reduce the number of mailings per year. 
And the News piggy-backs several materials on each 
mailing.

Survey Shows Contacts 
Rapidly Gaining Stature 


Contact lenses, relative in¬ 
fants in the eyewear family 
history, are rapidly achieving 
stature among young and old 
these days, an A.O.A. survey 
reveals. 

The tabulation, conducted 
by the Contact Lens Commit¬ 
tee to aid a magazine writer, 
discloses an estimated one of 
every 23 persons with eye- 
wear today, wears "contacts." 

The majority of these (75.- 
06%) are in the "under 35" 
bracket, and females outnum¬ 
ber the males two-to-one in 
their usage. But the ratio of 
the "older generation" is 
moving up too. 

For example, women "over 
35" account for 17% of the 
total number of wearers. 
Their masculine brethren in 
this age group are responsi¬ 
ble for 7% of total usage. 

Surprisingly—at least to 
many laymen—the number of 
successful fittings in both 
sexes is quite close. Better 
than 91% of male users in the 
two age groups had success¬ 
ful fittings, while women reg¬ 
istered a 92.50% ratio. 

When viewed separately, 
the percentage again was 
close. Among males under 
35, 92.01% reported success¬ 
ful fittings. Their older breth¬ 
ren recorded 88.88% success.

trists to train ODs for Latin 
America, Asia, Africa and 
Western Europe. 

A total of 710 optometry 
graduates, nearly double the 
1961 output, are needed year¬ 
ly simply to keep pace with 
the nation’s expected three- 
million per year population in¬ 
crease,” Rep. MacDonald add¬ 
ed. 

The Democrat also pointed 
out that the only graduate 
research training programs 
in physiological optics today 
are located on campuses with 
optometric schools. Optome¬ 
trists constitute most of the 
staff on these programs, 
which are attended by mili 
tary officers and civilian stu 
dents engaged in postgradu 
ate study.
